When the rain comes as we all 
wish to see it come—in ‘a steady, 
continuous ‘downpour—there will 
flow into Tytam Reservoir an «d- 
ditional 1,500,000 gallons for 
every inch of rain, as the result 
of the work upon which the Water 
Engineers are at present engaged 
in the vicinity of the Tytam Tuk 
Reservoir. 

150 acres of additional, cateh- 
ment are at the present moment 
receiving the attention of the en- 
gineers and by the end of this 
month. this work will be complet- 
ed, This is entirely new catch- 
ment work with practically no 
drain-pipe being used. 

The additional water will be 
brought from the ridge known as 
the Dragon’s Back and will in- 
volve nearly a mile of catchment. 
The work, which has been in hand 
during the- past three weeks, is 
likely to be completed by the end 
of this month. 

: The Tanks 
The tanks which have heen 
erected -on the Praya, it is being 
noted, are not being used by the 

Chinese to the extent that was 

anticipatéd—those for whom they 

were primarily intended, by 3 

strange perversity, preferring to 

wait for supplies from the main. 
There is abundance of water in 

these tanks and, even more im- 

portant, it can be obtained during 

12 hours daily. In fact, in the 

partly brick-built tanks -water is 

available practically at all times. 

But, judging by the quantity of 

water in the tanks and by the 

equally convincing fact, that there 
is always plenty of room for those 
who wish to. use the taps, those 
for whom the tanks are intended 
are not availing themselves of 
their opportunities, This tank 
water is mainly. from Laichikok 
and is of excellent quality. 
From the tanks ‘water can be 
- obtained during practically 18 
hours daily and ‘from the mains 
during four hours daily, And 
yet, for some reason, not at all 
clear to the ordinary observer, the 
- Chinese appear to prefer the 
weary waiting in queues rather 
than go to the tanks and receive 
their supplies.

The Court heard’ Mr. Rodger as 
regards the facts of the case, after 
which Mr. Davies stated that, not- 
withstanding the fact that the com- 
panies waived all technicalities, and 
were at any time willing to pay the 
less, they conld not find any party 
with whom to negotiate pr who could 
file a detailed claim until March 28, 
11927, more than a year after the 
loss. 

Policy conditions require the insur- 
ed to file claim within 15 davs after 
loss, or to request an extension. ‘The 
insured in this case did neither, but, 
nevertheless, the companies, at least 
the Great American Insurance Corm- 
pany, wished to pay the loss to any 
party who-could prove an insurable 
interest in -the property destroyed, 
and was not taking advantage of un- 
settled political conditions which may 
have precluded the right owners 
from making their claim on time. 

Three Defences Waived 

There were at least three separate 
defences for the companies, which 
have been ‘previously, upheld by the 
U.S. Court for China, and which 
would be sufficient to enable the in- 
surers to evade payment of this loss. 
The Great American Insurance Co. 
are not setting up any of these, but 
are making a genera! denial merely 
to force all claimants into Court at 
the same time, and to preclude’ the 
necessity for several hearings.” His 
clients would take no active part in 
the hearing. 

In reply Mr, Char stated that -in 
the. ease of the Great American In-- 
surance Co..of New York the plain- 


.| tiff’ will waive the claim for inter- 


est, but in the other case the claim 
for interest would remain. 

‘The evidence of Messrs, Chwang 
Joonvin Tzehoan, Director-General of 
Telegraphs. and Telephones in the 
Nationalist Government and Chang 
Tsan-hung, engineer in the Wuchang 
Telephone Administration, was heard, 
and the case adjourned. 


THE HUMBER 


FACTS AS TO BUNKERING 
TRADE 


The Yorkshire collieries are under- 
stood to be showing some little concern 
over the state of the Humber coal bun- 
kering trade. itis well known: that 
under the scheme of the Central Coun- 
ties, bunker coals are excluded from 
the export subsidy. In-consequence the 
prices quoted for bunker coals of all 
classes: are very high, best South- 
Yorkshire steam hards, for example, 
whieh are selling at 1és. 6d. for ex- 
port, being quoted for bunkers at 19s. 
Ddj-20s. 3d., with other qualities at 
These prices na- 
turally fail to compete with the 
cheap bunkers offered futher north on 
the Tyne, the - Wear, and 
Blyth, and the result is that 
the Humber cannot attract a 
bunkering ‘trade, only absolutely 
necessary requirements being taken on 
board at Hull and Immingham, though 
the latter port in particular is admir- 
ably suited and equipped for Nerth 
Sca bunkering business. The question 
is one for the Centra] Counties’ Mer- 
keting Association to deal with, and 
now that feeling is beginning to sharpen 
in connection with: the loss of trade, it 
will no doubt receive due consideration 
at the hands of that body. 


CONTENTED BORNEO 


Tt is satisfactory “to leak’ from the 
Administration Report of H.E.. Mr. 
. L. Humphreys, the Governor of Bri- 
tish North Borneo, that the past year 
has been one of-quiet progress. It is 
more gratifying, however, to know 
that the general trade of the terri- 
tory, which has an area equal to 
t of Seotland, tends yearly to. be 
ie 2nd: less dependent on the pro- 
duction. of estate rubber. ‘-There” are 
98,000 acres under: rubber and from 
this there were. exported last. ‘year 
upvards ‘of fifteen million: pounds: as 
egainst. ten and-a half -thiflions five 
years” ago.-”

_EROSION ‘OF GUNS 


THE EVIDENCE OF 
“EXPERIMENTS 


Gun erosion has been studied by a 
large number of investigators, . pro- 
minent among whom have- been Noble 
and Abel ‘in England, Hugoniot and 
Vieille in France, and Tschernoff in 
Russia. The problem has been ap- 
proached from many directions—by the 
chemist interested in. propellants, - by 
the metallurgist’ dealing with” the 
materials of construction of the gun, 
and by the ballistician, who is concern- 
ed with its aceuracy and efficiency as a 
weapon, 
| Ab some stage in the life of ‘the gun, 
scoring or severe localised erosion may 
set in. The initiation of this stage may 
be due to currents induced by the 
change of cross-section of the stream 
of gas on passing from chamber .to 
bore, and hy the presence of the pro- 
jectile. Subsequently, scoring may be 
very rapidly developed by an actual 
escape of gas past the driving band. 
This may be due to imperfect centreing 
of the projectile or, later in the life of 
the gun,. to the presence of deeply 
scored channels which are not effec- 
tively. sealed by the driving band. 
Seoring in well- designed high-power 
guns of large calibre is rare. 


JAPAN’S TRADE 


_ UNFAVOURABLE BALANCE 
DURING MAY 

The | following commercial news 
regarding the fxport, import and gen- 
eral trade. of Tapan-for the May quar- 
ter has been issued by the Japanese- 
Commercial Counsellor at Shanghai: 

During the May. quarter, Japan’s 
export trade amounted to ¥151,000,000 


showing Y35,000,000. as an unfayour- }- 


able balance of trade. Compared with 
trade ‘conditions of ~May, 1928, there 
was recorded an export increase - for 
cotton‘ tissues, silk piece goods and 
raw silk and an export decrease for 
refined sugar, cotton yarn and papers. 
In imports, raw, cotton, sulphate am- 
monia and’ machiueries incrvased and 
sugar, wool ae bean cakes showed a 
decrease. 

The favourable trade balance during 
the five months of the current year 
amounted © to ¥ 267,000,000 which, as 
compared with “the previous year, 
showed an increase by the pretty sum 
of Y5i%, 000, 000.

Japan’s trade showed 


* ¥46,000,000 for exports with Y¥23,000,- 


000 as an export excess, showing the 
total amount of -¥61,000,000 - as the 
favourable trade balance. during the 
five months of the current year which, 
as compared with the previous year, 
marked an increase by Y¥2,600,000. 
-, . Financial Market 

Turning to the financial market, the 
banking institutes have had a great 
inflation due to the approaching sea- 
son for cocoon purchasing and also to 
the balancing of accounts for the first | 
half term of the year. The demand 
for short loati8 declined accompanied } 
by a sluggish situation in the stock 
and bond markets. 


It has been suggested that chemical |- 


action may- play an important part in 
the erosion of guns; oxidation, car- 
-burisation, and nitrogenisation have 
each been suggested as factors in ero- 
sion. Microscopical evidence is streng- 
ly against these theories, and there are 
really the grounds for -supposing - that 
chemical action can exert much 
fluence on the progress of erosion by 
modern propeilants. 

The: evidence of experiments with 
‘vent plugs eroded by the passage of gas 
from a propellant fired in a firing 
vessel leads definitely to the- view that 
the.removal of metal from the bore of 
the vent takes place by melting, the 
molten -metal being swept off the sur- 
face by the.rush of gas. There seems 
to be eyery reason to consider that the 
same effects predominate i ia the erosion 
of a gun. 

Frictional Wear 

In addition to the action of gas, the 
frictional wear by .the projectile is a 
factor which must not be overlooked in 
considering the life of a gun. The oc- 
currence of metallic of fouling in 
small arms and.of coppering in guns 
points to a condition of “seizing” be- 
tween the hore and the bullet yen 
velope or driving band durin; pa: 
age down the bore, The conditions of 
high contact pressure, rapid accelera- 
tion, and absence of effective lubrica- 
tion are such as lead tc severe effects, 
which would be intensified by the 


toughening of the surface due to 
cracking of the hardened skin. The 
remova! of metal from the hore by fric- 
tion. is indicated by the effect of 
material and design of bullet envelopes 
and of driving on the rate of 
wear of small-arm barrels and of gun 
tubes, In general,-‘the frictional 
effect appears to be greatest in small 
arms; it %s of some consequence also in 
guns of small and medium calibre but 
it rapidly diminishes in -proportion to 
the erosion due to gas action only 2s the 
ealibre inereases, . 

To sum up-in conelusion, of all. the 
properties of the metal, the melting 
point appears to be the one having the 
greatest effect. Since the other physi- 
eal properties are similar for all kinds 
af steel, it would appear that the pro- 
perty most essential in a gun steel to 
ensure high resistance to erosion is a 
high meltin; mg point. There is no metal 
or alloy of suitable méchanical pre- 
perties for gun construction with a 
higher melting point than pure iron. 
Even if the mechanical properties of 
iron’ were suitable, the utmost advan- 
tage to be expected from its use is a 
reduction of erosion of about 10 per 
cent., Which is small compared. with 
that which should be attainable by the 
use of a cooler propellant. Thus, the 
use of a cooler. propellant affords the 
enly practicable method of reducing 
erosion. With any given propellant, 
however, the effects of erosion may be 
reduced to a minimum by attention to 
gun design, 
This involves a correct design of the 
chamber, te avoid, as much as possible, 
the vena contracta effect, so minimis-~ 
ing localised erosion near the —com- 
mencement of rifliig, Abnormal ex- 
pansion of the tube or other deforma- 
fion of the surface of the bore in the 
early stages of the life of the gun 
should be avoided by adequate strength 
and rigidity of the gun as 2 whole, and 
by the use of a steel selected from 
among those giving a low figure of 
-erodibility in erosion vent trials, but 
heat-treated to give a ‘high, yield point 
and_good mechanical properties.—Dr. 
R. H. Greaves end Messrs.» H.

SECRET SOCIETIES THE “ BACKFISCH ” 


“WITCH “DOCTORS” 
CHAMPIONED 


: MYSTERIES OF WEST AFRICA 


, 
’ Captain F. W.  Butt-Thompson in 
his book, “West African Secret 
Societies” 
that.much misunderstood type, the 
Witch Doctor. 

He points out that even in their 
name are they maligned. The word 
“witch” does not. occur. in any 


African language of which he is! 


aware, and. they probably received 
this opprobrious name from Euro- 


.pean linguists who did not under- 


stand their functions. 

Training for a “society doctor,” 
as Captain Butt-Thompson prefers 
to -call them from their official 
position in the secret. societies, is 


arduous and Iong. The applicant’ 


must be of high order in his 
society, and the training lasts for 
three years. 

In one tribe the initiation cere- 
mony is similar to that described 
by Rider Haggard in “Allan's 
Wife.” After 2 period of isolation 
in the bush, without cover, seeking 
the roots and herbs of his future 


Practice, he is led to the. chief's! 


compound, and the tribe sing and 
dance round him. 

“From their midst the ‘father’ 
springs forward, spear in hand, 
and makes a wound in the man's 
chest, The man is recumbent. He 
must not cry when he is wounded. 
Some never move when the blow.is 
received.” 

Hypnotic Powers 

He is then supposed to be dead, 
and is taken to the hut of the 
initiates where “the body” is wash- 
ed, and “it” is made to drink its 
own blood from the wound. When 
he has recovered he returns to the 
village, adopts a new name, and is 
then ready to practise. 

Captain Butt-Thompson quotes 
examples of their power to detect 
eriminals by “smelling out” with 
various implements. One doctor 
uses a’ lizard, 
other “animals,. and some obtain 
equally truthful results with twigs, 
in the same manner as a water 
diviner. 

Much of the doctors’ healing 
power rests on hypnotism, the 
author states, and their persuasive 
power is immense. 

A Bundu woman doctor who had 
taken a St. John Ambulance cer- 
tificate at Free-town, used her cer- 
tificate on the heads of her patients 
as a cure for headache with com- 

plete success. 


Conflict of Rival Germs 


But their knowledge of medicine 
is nevertheless profound. They 
link ancient homeopathy to “the 
newest allopathy known to the 
European medical schools,” and 
long anticipated modern 
pathology by curing general 
paralysis by allowing the patient 


(to be bitten by malarial mosquitoes, 


thus setting rival germs in deadly 


‘| conflict. - 


To rise in-a West African secret 
society is an expensive business. 
To reach the highest grade in 
Egbo demands an outlay of £700 
through the different stages of 
initiation. Okonke costs about 
£500, and -various presents to offi- 
eials at all stages. 

Although the original secret 
societies were exclusively male, 
there are now many mixed or solely 
women’s societies. In African]: 
society there is nothing strange in 
the admission of women. “In 
political life,” states Captain Butt- 
Thompson, “they are not infre- 
quently ‘the power behind. the 
throne’.” , 

Captain Butt- Thompson has writ- 
ten an extremely interesting and 
exhaustive book on every aspect of 
these secret societies, and, in reply 
to: the statement that all such 
societies are-abolished and almost 
forgotten, quotes .the issue of 
‘West Africa” for December 1, 
1928, in which will be found ‘re- 
ferences to the present activities of 
societies in Sierra Leone, Nigeria, 
and the Gold Coast, —~ :

THE WOMANS VOTE IN 
GERMANY : 


“FLAPPER” A MISNOMER 

The “Flapper Vote”. in- England 
oecupies'so prominent: a position in’! 
the accounts that are reaching the ; 
German Press that, true to national! 
tradition, theories upon the result 
on the British Government have al- 
ready érystallised. 

The word “Flapper,” at the out- 
set, is regarded as a grave mis- 
nomer, since the German equiva- 
lent, the ‘“Backfisch,” translated in 
most English-German dictionaries 
as “girl inf her teens, -school-girl 
(in short dresses) or bread-and- 
butter -. miss,”- ‘herself always 
insists that the true incubation 
period between young and grown- 
up-girl ends with seventeen years, 
seven months, seven weeks, and 
seven days, adding, in lighter mo- 
ments,.seven hours. Such frivolous 
ealeulations are not for the “elder 
youth,” as another delightful Ger- 
man term describes’ the more 
mature. of ‘both sexes in their 
teens. 

Short dress notwithstanding, the 
young German woman of twenty, 
who has enjoyed her vote since the 
National Assembly in 1919, de- 
finitely proves by her actions that 
Britain . has nothing to fear 
from “Flappers.” In, Germany, 
statistics are now available for the 
women’s vote of four elections. 


(They ge to prove that the feminine 


reputation for doing exactly as she 
was not expected to do has con-

sistently disappointed. the Social- 
ists, who, of all parties in Germany, 
recommended votes for women long 
before the War. The Conserva- 
tives .have gained considerably 
from fémale franchise from the 
beginning. 
The New Toy 

According to Germany's ex- 
perience, the large percentage -of 
young female voters in England 


at each subsequent election. In 
1919, at their first election, 
women’s zeal in Germany was such 
that they outnumbered the men at 
the poll. This has now changed to 
an average of 8 per cent. less 
women voting than men in all big 
German towns. But since women 
are the longer-lived sex, the reason- 
ing follows that England’s prepon- 
derance of female votes will” be 
given by the elderly women, and 
“flappers,” if young men vote in 
proportion, consequently will not 
affect the issue materially at all. 

The German figures on the ques- 
tion of age are interesting. They 
show that whereas the. men 
between 50 and 55 are the keenest 
on politics, their zea] continuing 
practically up to 70, when it abates 
suddenly, women only vote in any 
large proportion up to 45,_ and 
after 60 seem to care nothing at 
all. This, it is argued, may charige 
with the perennial youth which is 
now the aim of the woman who 
practises physical culture, and it 
may not be as true of England as 
of Germany, where the “Hausfrau” 
is not in any sense as young as the 
Englishwoman of the same age. 
But the indifference or the wisdom 
of the woman in her. fifties has 
seriously affected the 
polls: 

As regards the voting, the 
average at the last German elec- 
tions of the total voting was a 
feminine proportion of 47 per cent. 
for the Communists, 538 per cent. 
Socialists, 62 per cent. Clericals, 52 
per cent. Democrats, 54 per cent. 
Peoples Party, (mild Conserva- 
tives), 58 per cent. Nationalists 
(die-hard Conservatives), 50 per 
cent. Economic Party, and 44 per 
cent. Fascist. The Economic Party 
puts commonsense -views on house 
property, ‘taxation, and so forth, 
before any political views.’ In some 
towns it received as large. @ pro- 
portion as 95: per cent. of the 
female votes, Every time any such 
party springs into. being before a 
Germarrelection, it attracts women 
by- the score.

THREAT OF TROUBLE 


There is universal indignation in 
Germany at-the reply which has 
been received in, Berlin to-the offi- 
cial’ German protests against Mus- 
covite misbehaviour on and after 
May Day. 

The first of the German protests 
related to-the events in Moscow on 
May 1, when Voroshiloff, Commis- 
sar for War, in 2 speech about the 
“oppressed: masses all ‘over ‘the 
world” took-oceasion to refer to the 
“so-called: democratic -Germany,” 
where “the Socialist Police. Presi~ 
dent, Zorgiebel, like the former 


Tsar, wants to rob the proletariat 
of its rights to demonstrate on the 
streets for world revolution.” 

Moscow's « reply states ~ that 
Voroshiloff had no _ intention. 
of interfering with the in- 
ternal affairs’ of, Germany, 
and. that the “authentic re- 
ports. of his speech as given in the 
Russian and foreign Press contain- 
ed no phrase which could be inter- 
preted in-that sense.” 

The Germans. have also com- 
plained against the offensive 
caricatures of individual Cabinet 
Ministers and of the ocket 
battleship flying the Repub- 
ican colours which adorned the 
Moscow May Day processions. To 
this Moscow simply replies that it 
will not in future permit the in- 
signia of Germany to be ridiculed 
“aven” in mass demonstrations. 

A “Putsch” Organised 
. With regard to last week’s anti- 
German demonstrations outside the 
German Consulate in Leningrad, 
the reply says that these demon- 
“probably” aroge spon- 


be held. Of anything in the 
nature of an apology there is not 
a word in the Soviet Note. 

The painful impression created 
here is well summed up in the 
Catholic “Germania,” when it says, 
“Moscow must be perfectly well 
aware that it ia committing an un- 
friendly act ‘towards Germany 
when it organises a ‘putsch’ in 
Berlin for May 1, and that the case 


‘is still worse when this wire-pull- 


ing is openly attempted in public.” 


Herr Theodore Wolff, Editor of} 


the “Tageblatt,” declares in a lead- 
ing article that the “question of 
Russo-German relations is becom- 


.ing extremely problematical,” and 


warns the Bolsheviks that any co- 
operation with them will be impos- 
sible if they refuse to recognise 
the elementary foundations on 
which any policy towards their 
country must be based. 

The Antecedents 

If anything were required to ag- 
gravate the feeling here created by 
Vordshiloff’s speech and by’ the 
offensive reply to the protests, -it 
is provided by the information now 
published with regard to the ante- 
cedents of that speech. 

In the Politidal Bureau Rykoff 
and Kalinin had. spoken strongly 
against a May Day campaign of | 
abuse against foreign Powers as 
highly inopportune and dangerous, 
in view of Russia’s present difficul- 
ties at home and abroad. Stalin 
then rose and viclently deprecated 
these “panic speeches.” He was 
seconded by Voroshiloff, who said 
that he, as Honorary President of 
the German Red Front Fighters, 
would lose all credit in Berlin if he 
abstained from energetic phraseo- 
logy. 

August 1 Again? 
After Rykoff and Kalinin had 
reiterated their opinions a‘ com- 
promise was. reached whereby 
Voroshiloff should be the only Com- 
missar to attend ‘the. -proposed 
parade owing to its purely “mili- 
tary” character. Stalin afterwards 
instructed Vordshiloff to make use 
of the strongest possible words and 
to permit the exhibition of earica- 
tures of German Ministers. 

Further.indignation- is caused 
here by the “manifesto: of thé 
Third ‘International to the Western 
Countries,” published a few days 
ago in the Paris “Humanite,” an-

TREASURES 


CHAMBERLAIN SENT TO JAIL. 


Ernst Deiter, for’ twenty-five 


years head chamberlain of the!- 


Duke of Cumberland’s large estate 
in Gmunden, and a jeweller from 
the same place, were given three 


years’ and two years’ hard labour | 


respectively for having conspired 
to loot the duke'’s valuable collec- 
tion of coins, jewels, clocka, etc. 
Both were simply concerned with 
getting gold, which. was melted 
down, to the amount of ten and a 


half -kilogrammes,. and later sold to 


Viennese firms. -. The non-gold 
parts, as in‘ the case of ° vali 
able ‘clocks, were thrown into the 
lake. 

A constant guard was kept night 
and day outside the castle and the 
park, so that the thief ‘could ,only 


-be one of the household staff. 


Deiter was not suspected, and was 
eventually discovered, to the sur- 
prise of all, by finger-prints on a 
eoin case. Many of the coins melt- 
ed down had great historical value, 
apart from their gold . weight. 
There were 365- geld coins and 
medals from the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries; 75 goid coins 
from the Luneburg Dynasty (1665 
to 1866), English gold medals of 
the eighteenth century, gold coins 
from the French occupation of Aus- 
tria (1809-13), ete.—altogether 
37,000 valuable coins. Many of the 
mest historical of: the collection 
are luckily still left; but the Crosa 
of the Russian Order of St. An- 
drew, and thé Royal Prussian Red 
Eagle were stolen. 

It was when preparing material 
for loan to the Numismatics Con- 
ference in Vienna that the man in 
charge discovered the losses, and 
set inquiries on foot. 


STRANGE “CHOW.” 
OXEN EAT SIDE OF 
MOUNTAIN é 

‘Oxen have eaten away: 10,000 
tona of earth from the side’ of -a 
mountain in the Magaliesberg dis- 
trict, near. Pretoria. 

Natural ‘salt deposits, 
eattle are ‘fond of licking, are. 
eommon. all over the world, but in 
this case the animals have appar- 
ently been ‘making -whele and 
satisfying meals from the carth 
itself. _ They ‘have.eaten a cave 
10 ft. high and 50 ft, eeross deep 
into the mountain side—and they 
are still eating. 

The cattle have almost entire- 
ly given up eating grass, but they 
have the appearance of being 
thoroughly well fed. 


Samples of the earth. from the 


eave have been: sent. to Johannes- 
burg for analysis. it is easily 
crumbled into. fine dust and is 
practically tasteless to. the human 
tongue. 

Though a detailed analysis: has 
‘not yet been made, experts state 
it appezrs to be a clay contain- 
ing potash and mineral salts, 
which would make it attractive to 
cattle with an abnormal appetite.

PRIVATE OWNING 


WHAT: TAKES PLACE IN 
U.S.A. : 

It is interesting to note the .sub- 
stantial increase that is indicated by 
the publication of. the latest figures 
of the vessels and. tonnages owned by 
private shipowners in the United 
States. The eomparison is between 
April “Ist, 1928, to April. 1st, 1929, 
on whieh Jatter date, it is stated, 
private shipowners in that country held 
1,302 vessels of 6,580,871 tons; com- 
pared with 1,224 yeusels of 6,048,279 
tons at the former. date. The in- 
crease is well over half-a-million tons, 
which is a very substantial one, even 
when it is considered that the bulk 
of the new tonnage has been ac- 
quired by purchase from the Shipping 


Board rather than by building. In 
the same period the tonnage owned by 
the Shipping Board has declined from 
709 vessels of 4,311,359 tons to 655 


i{vessels of 3,644,360 tons, a figure 


which indicates jhat, in addition to 
jts sales to private cwners, the Ship- 
ping Board has indulged a little in 
the matter of scrapping ‘some of its 
useless tonnage. Much more in this 
direction will require te be done in 
the immediate future, and althaugh 
the Board has declared that this will 
be its policy, its movement in that 
direction is not characterised by: any 
great hurry. : 

The latest of these moves has been 
to offer 23 of its laid~up vessels “to 
be scrapped, converted to diesel pro- 
pulsion, or into barges”—a fairly wide- 
choice to the purchaser. The offers 
received indicate in every case except 
one that the vessels indicated will be 
scrapped if the tenders are accepted,

DUBLIN A FREE PORT 


NEWRY -PORT AND DOCKS 

; CHAIRMAN.” ~ 

Dublin.—The chairman of the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board, -Mr. -P. J. 
Lawrence, advocating Dublin’ as_the 
site for a free port. in the Irish, Free 
State, says he saw in it the possibilities 
of-marked progress and prosperity, and 


urged that it should reecive the earn-| 


est attention of the Government. A free 
port, he explained, showld be free from 
Customs’ control. A portion of such a 
port should be set apart for the stor- 
age and finishing of goods to be re- 
exported without Customs supervision 


of any kind. Dublin.had plenty of ac- 


‘ommodation for ships and for goods. 
- There were no difficulties, he said, 
in the way of obtaining a navigable 
depth of 35 feet at high water in the 
port, which would be ample for all 
vessels in the North. Atlantic trade. 
There was available space for ware- 
houses, and sites for additional indus- 
tries, accessible’ to the railways and 
to the city. -Few realised the great 
opportunities for development that 


were presented-at the port of Dublin.. 


But, in the absence of.a free port, full 
advantage was not likely to be taken 
of these opportunities. There was a 
reclaimed area which sould be cut off 
to form the suggested free port. 
Contrasting what was done else- 
where, he quoted the example of Gothen- 
burg, which had come into service as 
a free port in 1922, Traffic there had

The- majority of the public 
would undoubtedly take sound ad- 
vice from the Medical. Officer of 
Health,-if free inoculation is pro- 
vided, but if they have to pay for 
this, there are many who would 
not “0 to the expense, while others 
‘could ot in any case afford the 
high cost of T.A.B. inoculation. 

Unless this question is made 
clear to the public without delay, 
the consequence may become very 
serious for all concerned.

\ Further Restrictions Contemplated 


* POSITION 


Meters To Be Taxed 


A meeting .of the Water 
Emergency Committee was held 
yesterday at the Council's Chamber, 
and was presided by the Hon. 
Colonial Secretary (Mr. W. T. 

_ Southorn). \ tal 

Before calling upon the Hon, Mr. 
H, T. Creasy to read the. report on 
the subject, he said that the meet- 
ing was called in order that mem- 
bers -might be’ made aware of the 
progress which was being made. 

The Ion, Mr. Creasy then read 
the report, extracts of which are 
given below:— : 

Storage Position 

The position of the, island supplies 
this morning is as follows: 

Total in storage 157.79 million 
gallons, 

Recent daily .rate of depletion, 
2.60 million gallons. 

‘ Minimum number of days storage 
available (without rain and on 4 
hours a day supply), 62 days. 

A reduction to a single period of 
three hours per day will shortly have 
to be introduced, however, if no 
rain falls. This would reduce the 
daily rate of depletion, it is hoped, 
to approximately 2.10 million 
gallons a day. . : 

hy introducing one period of 
three hours a day of supply the City. 
mains would require to be filled only 
once per day instead of twice, as at 
present. 

Out of, the ‘Question 

A constant supply to al] Rider 
Main districts can only be given 
when the reservoirs are full or 
nearly so, It involves a consump- 
tion of 12 million gallons a day and 
is generally given only in the sum- 
mer months of favourable years. 
Since January 1, 1927, the total 
peried of full supply has been 283 
days. 

If a ridéf main supply were now 
introduced in the various sections 
of the City for two hours' it would 
resut in a rive in the consumption 
to six million gallons and this rate 
of consumption is impossible under 
the present cicumstances, 

The rider mains ean be shut off 
from ithe principal mains indepen- 
dentiy without affecting the meter- 
ed supplies, but when all or any 
section of the rider main supply 
is in operation, either direct to the 
houses or through the fountains, the 
principal mains from which they are 
fed must necessarily be in action.

further restricting consumption.

Above that level, in order to 
avoid great expense, a. very limited 
supply from the maing would be 
given if available. It is quite pos- 
sible that- during the winter the 
total draw-off from the mains would 
have to be reduced to less than 
one million gallons per day in order 
to make tha existing storage last 
until the 1930 rains set in. 

However, a fhird zone of. tanks 
at‘ about 250’ above sea level is not 
impossible and will be considered, 
should the- situation demand it. 

It is again emphasised that to 
avoid waste and to get the most out 
of every gallon available as much 
water as possible should be carried. 
A supply through the mains re- 
sults in increased consumption and 
this method of supply must be 
eliminated for the present as far as 
possible. 

There are at the moment three avail- 
able sources of supply on the main- 
land, viz., from Laichikek, Tsun Wan 
and Sham Tseng, the last of which is 
expected to be in operation this week. 

During the summer, months it is.an- 
ticipated that fully two million gallons 
a day can be obtained from these 
sourees and transported fo the Hong 
Kong tanks by water beats or lighters. 

Ag these supplies begin to fail in 
the autumn the service from the West 
River, where there is unlimited water, 
will have to be further developed to 
meet the deficiency, 

Supply Through Tytam Tuk 
“Since the first meeting of the Water 
Emergency Committee © additional in- 
formation is available as to the cost ‘of 
a supply of water by tankers from 
Shanghai and. though Government has 
already decided that the cost of such 
a scheme is prohibitive the figures now 
available are interesting and only. con- 
firm the previous decision. 

According to the latest calculations a 

fleet of 30, tankers would be necessary 
to maintain a supply of 3,360,000 gal- 
lons a day and would cost approximate- 
ly $1,845,000 a month. The estimate 
is based- upon the foliowing data:— 
(1) The use. of vessels of, say, 7,500 
tons capacity each. ‘ 
Only two trips could be counted |’ 
upon per month per vessel. This 
allows for discharging and refilling 
ballast, loading and discharging. 
fresh water, passages to and from 
Shanghai, and with allowances for 
bad weather, tides, etc., a total 
period of, say, 16 days per return 
trip. : 

A further condition would be that 
the requisite number of loading” and 
discharging berths were always made 
available both at Shanghai and Hong 
Kong. :

STRANGE. STORY 


SINGAPORE SINGING GIRL’S | 
PLIGHT 

The alleged kidnapping of a 
Chinese child and the subsequent 
arrest.of an ex-singing girl and the 
yecovery of the child at Kluang,, 
Johore, formed the subject of a 
story told to Mr. C. H. G. Clarke, 
the District J udge, Singapore. 

Both the singing girl and an 
elderly Chinese woman were 
charged with kidnapping, but Chief 
Court Inspector- Meredith, prose- 


cuting, withdrew the charge against, 
the former. Mr. W. G. Stirling, of 
the Chinese. Protectorate, was pre- 
Jsent in court. The accused was re- 
presented by Mr. E. R. Woek. 

In her evidence, the ex-singing 
gir] stated that after she had given 
up her profession she was working 
as a seamstress in a Chinese shop 
in South Bridge Road. At the time 
she was arrested she was in a lodg- 
ing house at Kluang with the child 
in her possession. - Ske was taken 
to the Chinese Protectorate at 
Johore Bahru and then brought to 
Singapore where she saw Mr. Stirl- 
ing. Some time ago she had made 
it known that she wanted to adopt 
a child. Before she went to Kluang 
she was told by. her woman hair“ |’ 
dresser that the accussed had a 
child. Witness went to the house 
of the accused and paid her $165 
for the child." A document relating 
to the transaétion was given by the. 
accused to witness.

QUEER CASE 
BLOOD TESTS AND 
‘PATERNITY : 


GERMAN HUSBAND INS 

The Hamburg Court, according 
to a telegram from Berlin, has 
granted a divorce in a case in 
which the husband, who declared 
that a child was not: his; brought 
forward as evidence scientific proof 
that ‘his blood and that of the child 
belonged to separate groups. 


This is not the first time that | 


this use of blood tests to determine 


paternity has been illustrated .in } 


Germany. The tests depend, on the 
theory.that human blood corpuscles 
may. contain one or. both of the two 
substances, called A and B. Simi- 
larly human serum may contain one 
or both of two substances, a and 
bs but it is impossible for A and 
a to co-exist in one individual, be- 
eause the result of their meeting 
is agglutination of the bleod eor- 
puscles, and the same phenomenon 
occurs when b meets B. Thus there 


are four possible types of bleod- 


known as Groups I., II., IIL, and 
IV. containing respectively A plus 
B, A plus b, a plus B, and a plus b. 

A person’s group is ascertained 
by putting two drops of his blood 
at opposite ends of a glass slide and, 
adding a (serum-from Group HI.) 
to one, and b (serum from Group 
HI.) to the other.. Within a few 
minutes one, both, or neither of the 
drops will show clumping of the 
corpuscles, and will thus reveal the 
group to which the owner belongs. 

One medico-legal application of 
the tests is to the examination of 
blood stains, for it can sometimes 
be shown that the blood from a 
Fiven stain could not have been shed 
by the person to whom it is attri- 
buted. Their use to refute allega- 
tions of paternity is not so simple, 
since it depends on our knowledge 
of the way in which the characteris- 
tics of the blood are inherited. The 
available evidence indicates that A 
and B are “dominant? characters, 
whilst a and b are “recessive.” On 
this assumption A and B can never 
be found in the blood of-a child 
unless they are present in that of 
the father or the mother. A child, 
for example, who belongs to Group 
II. cannot have sprung from two 
Group IV, parents.

main a potential source of trouble, 
and the President’s Senatorial 
enemies are trying te expel Seere- 
tary Mellon, the President's chief 
hope in such ‘matters, on the pre~ 
text of a century-old law forbid- 
ding the Secretary of the Treasury 
to engage in business.

-LABOUR’S VIEWS 


NEW STATEMENTS MADE BY 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
FREE TRADE | PRINCIPLES 


London, Yesterday. 

The report of the Committee on 
safeguarding in the woollen’ in- 
dustry, mentioned by Mr. 
MacDonald in the House of Com- 
mons on July 2; has been publish- 
ed. 

“It states that a case is estab: 
dished for a duty on women’s dress 
goods, 
but a duty confined to women’s 
dress goods would be administra- 
tively impracticable. Therefore, 
if the conclusion is accepted it 
will probably be necessary to ap- 
ply the duty on-all ° classes of 
woollen and. worsted tissues with- 
in weight limits of two ounces 
and eleven ounces to the square 
yard. : 

Government’s Policy « 

In the House of Commons, Mr. 
Graham, president of the Board of 
Trade, replying to a Conservative 
amendment to the Address, moved 


'by Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, declin- 


ed to go beyond Mr. MacDonald’s 
statement of policy as, regards safe- 
guarding, namely, that ‘the Govern- 
ment could not pledge themselves 
that they would allow the safe- 
guarding duties to continue until 
the dates of expiration. But the 
Government would take into account 
all the circumstances, including re- 
venue and the effect on industry. 
He could not give the slightest 
guarantee that suubstantial notice 
would be given before the termina- 
tion, of any of the duties. The 
Labour Party (he added) had al- 
ways . opposed the . safeguarding 
duties. and ‘there would therefore 
have been’ the amplest notice given 


°S | of their views. 


No Fresh Applications
